A Filurry In the Floascial Werld of Camden
~A Teller Whe Bursn Farm with Somebody
Else’s Maney,
Camden Is now en with the misfortune

of one of her cltizens, who, heretofora has been

ed, from hls many virtues, as “a maun
among men.” He was Lhe paying teller of the

First Natlonal Bank of our s city. His

pame is Henry Samuels, and his 40 years.

The misfortune which bas so suddenly over-

whelmed him with reproach was the grafifica-

tion of a desire to accumulate money faster than
was possible with a strict regard for honesty.

For mauny years he has held the position of

aylpg teller iu the bank we have named, and
l!t'.hFef officers had the wost implicit conf-
dence in him. He llved with his family on the

edge of the city, but recently he bad bought a

farm, large and well improved, abont Lwenty-

five miles from Camden, and to make the neces-
gary payments on this he resoried, in an evil
hour, to the uee of the funds of the bank. "Phis
eculation went on for a considerable time be-
ore its discovery, but last week, Lo the
dismay and shame of the teller, his ecrime
was brought 1o light. It was ascer-
tained that he had neglected to put
to the credit of the bank dralts and other
paper, calling for $0000, but had appropriated
them to his own use. When questioned os to
the deficit in his accounis he counld give no
satisfactory answer, and the truth dawned upon
the minde of the bank officials, He was at once
deposed, but no steps were taken to prosecute
him. His brother, o wealthy citizen of Phila-
delphia, it is said has pledged himself that the
bank shall lose nothing if no proceedings are
taken against the defanliter. In addition to this
amonnt, it is said that one gentleman who had
an account of #2000 with the bank suddenly
discovered, upon presenting his check for the
amount, that not a penny stood to his credit!

Upon visiting the institution this morning our
reporter asked of the cashier;—

“Will you name the teller who Ischarged with
the defalcation of ‘$890007" ™

**No, sir,” returned he, **we want to give him
a chance to recuperate, We don’'t want the
affair to go to the public now, The institution
will not loge anything.”

“Will the teller make good the amonnt car-
ried off #"

“Well—no,” besitatingly replied the cashier;
“but the security Is good. The bank won't lose
anything."

“"Has the teller been engaged in any costly
gpeculations recently?”

“‘None that] am aware of. He has bought
a lxilc farm, if you can call that a speculation.”

“What has n his charagter heretofore "

“Irreproachable! We had the greatest reli-
ance in his Integrity.”

Then meeting another officer, who was as
cloge-mouthed as to the name of the teller, he
eaid, “Here is another instance of a man ad-
vanced in life, enjoving the confidence and
esteem of his friends and neighbors, the head of
an jinteresting family, suddenly overwhelmed
wilth disgrace by listening Lo the tempter!”

Programme of the Frussius Entry Inte Parls,

Loxpox, Feb. 27.—A despatch from Paris of
this morning states that the Prassian troops
will make a triumphal entry into Paris on Wed-
nesday morning. Thirlty thousand Prussians,
commanded by General Von Karnech, will take
poesession of all thal quarter of the city Iying
between the Seine and the fortifications from
the Faubourg 8t. Houore to the Rue Royale.

This will inelude the occupation of the gar-
dens of the Tuileries, the Palace, and Louvre.
The bridges of the Seine are to be held by the
French sentries, and the Faubourg St. Honore
aleo, to prevent the Prussians wanderiag out of
the prescribed zone. It is agreed that the Ger-
mane shall remain in that portion of Paris de-
gcribed above uutil the ratification of the treaty.
The Prugsian troops will enter and leave Parls
by the Avenue des Grande Armee at Port
Neunilly. The line of march will be through the
Are de Triomphe and down the Avenue of the
Champs Elysees.

Alyin C. Morton, one of the oldest and
moet eminent of the civil engineers of this coun-
try, died in New York on Batarday. Mr. Mor-
ton's history would be almost & history of the
